it supports the program, which 
OEO said served 600,000 clients 
in fiscal 1969. "It is our inten-

Civil Rights 
for Ireland 
Is Promised

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) — A leader of Northern 
Ireland's government reported- 
ly promised wide-ranging civil 
rights 
legislation 
Wednesday 


night, 
including equal voting 


rights for Roman Catholics in 
local elections. 


Minister of Development Roy 


Bradford 
was understood to 


have given this pledge at a din- 
ner to which visiting British 
Home Secretary James Callagh- 
an invited a dozen persons rep- 
resenting all sides of the reli- 
gious warfare which has blood- 
ied the province. 


A "one-man, 
one-vote" law 


for local elections has been one 
of the chief goals of the pro- 
Catholic civil rights movement 
whose campaign 
so inflamed 


Protestant 
militants. Because 


voting in local elections isbased 
on property taxes and most pro- 
perty is owned by Protestants, 
the Catholics claim they are not 
represented on the local coun- 
cils which hand out many jobs 
and decide 
who gets public 


housing. 


Callaghan is the British gov- 


ernment minister responsible 
for internal affairs in the United 
Kingdom, which includes North- 
ern Ireland. He began a three- 
day fact finding visit Wednes» 
day. 


Crowds 
of Protestants and 


Catholics cheered him as he 
toured areas of Belfast where 
there was arson, looting and 
street fighting the week before 
last. 


Callaghan was visiting more 


riot-torn areas today. He was 
also to meet with the Rev. Ian 
Paisley, the firebrand who leads 
the 
most militant Protestant 


faction.

tions was to order a team of

Commandos 
From Israel 
Hit Nile Valley

Israeli commandos made a 


hit-and-run raid in Egypt's Nile 
Valley Wednesday night for the 
fourth time in 10 months, the Is. 
raeli army announced foday. 


Spokesmen in Tel Aviv said 


the raiders attacked an Egyp- 
tian army headquarters at the 
village of Man Kabad, 200 miles 
southwest of the Sinai cease»fire 
line, with 120mm mortars. The 
raiders returned to their base 
without suffering any casual' 
ties, the army said. 


The commandos mortared the 


headquarters and other facili* 
ties at the post in retaliation for 
"continuing violation of the 
cease-fire" by Egyptian forces 
along the Suez Canal, the an-! 
nouncement said. 


Israel did not say how many 


commandos made the raid, how 
they reached the target or how 
much damage they caused. As- 
yut is 200 miles south of Cairo 
and halfway between Cairo and 
the Aswan Dam. 


The Egyptians made no an- 


nouncement 
of a commando 


raid, but a military spokesman 
in Cairo said an Israeli plane 
dropped bombs near an army 
training camp near Asyut and 
was driven off by antiaircraft 
fire. 


"There were no casualties or 


damage to installations," the 
spokesman said.

How much more spendable 


income is the family going 
to have as a result of the tax 
reform bill that's now in the 
works? How many dollars, 
that is, will go into your 
pocket instead of into the 
tax collector's? 


That d e p e n d s on which 


family we're talking about, 
of course—but for the typi- 
cal, middle - income, home- 
owning family, the tax sav- 
ing is likely to be consid- 
erably less than all the joy- 
ful news about "tax relief" 
has led you to believe. 


There won't be any hard 


answers until the end of the 
year—some time in Novem- 
ber, at the earliest—after the 
Senate has had its say about 
the bill passed by the House. 
Even now it's safe to predict 
that tax relief there will 
certainly be, particularly for 
low-income families who can 
barely keep a roof over their 
heads, much less pay sub- 
stantial tax bills. 


L o w e r e d tax bills for 


middle-income f a m i l i e s 
would result, presumably, 
mainly from two features of 
the tax bill as drafted: 


First, the standard deduc- 


tion would be liberalized. 
Now you're limited to 10 per 
cent of y o u r income, with 
$1.000 
as 
the maximum. 


That would be increased (in 
a series of steps to 1972) to 
15 per cent or a maximum 
$2,000. 


Being able to knock off an 


extra $1,000 from the amount 
of income you pay tax on 
sounds like joyful news until 
you take a look as the actual 
effect on many home-owning 
families. 


For e x a m p l e , a home 


buyer who obtains an $18,000 
mortgage l o a n at today's 
interest rates will pay out 
around $1.250 in interest dur- 
ing his first year of repay- 
ment 
Add on his real estate 


taxes, his sales tax, state in- 
come tax and he's probably 
over $2.1)00 in itemized de- 
ductions even before he gets 
to the miscellaneous items. 
Lifting the standard deduc- 
tion to $2.000 is going to do 
vu\ little for this taxpayer. 


Some H o u s e members 


pointed out, in fact, that it 
would result in no tax relief 
for home-owner families with 
two c h i l d r e n , in income 
levels between roughly $7,300.

The second feature of the

A foot doctor 
treats it but the relief lasts 
only a week or two. Isn't 
there any permanent cure? 


A—Your callus is caused 


by improperly fitted shoes. 
High heels are 
often an 


added factor. The callus will 
continue to bother you until 
you get shoes that fit your 
feet. After that, it should 
gradually disappear. Y o u 
are wise not to try to pare 
the callus yourself as this is 
an invitation to infection.

PITTSBURGH (AP) - A bit- 


ter struggle to win more jobs 
for blacks in the construction in- 
dustry moves from the street to 
the conference table today. 


Owners of 10 major projects 


involving more than $200 mil- 
lion, targets of three days of an- 
gry protests by hundreds of 
black and white demonstrators, 
agreed Wednesday night to sus- 
pend operations until next Tues- 
day. 


The move was hailed as a vic- 


tory by leaders of the Black 
Construction 
Coalition, which 


called the demonstrations to 
force an increase in the two per 
cent Negro membership share 
among the city's 30,000 trade 
unionists.
